required to be registered in the said office ; 

And whereas the mode of registering prescribed by the said Acts 
has been found insufficient for the protection of purchasers and 
others, and it is expedient that all Assurances affecting Lands in 
15 Ireland (with the exceptions hereinafter mentioned), and such other 
instruments and proceedings affecting Lands in Ireland as are 
hereinafter specified, should be registered in manner hereinafter 
mentioned :

REGULATIONS made in pursuance of an Act of Parliament made and 
passed in the year of the reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 

intituled, “ An Act for altering and amending the Mode of registering 
“ Deeds and Instruments affecting Real Property in Ireland.” 

DISTRICTS. 

FOR the purposes of the above-mentioned Act, Ireland shall be divided into fourDistricts, 
which shall coincide respectively with the provinces of Ulster, Leinster, Munster and Con- 
naught; and the said Districts shall be called by these names respectively. 

MODE OF REGISTERING. 

1’he Registrar shall cause the entries and references required to be made on registering 
any assurance, instrunient or proceeding, or on entering any caveat to be made imme- 
diately after the instrument to be deposited shall have been received at the Register 
Office. 

The registration (so far as relates to the deposit of the instrument) shall be effected by 
numbering the documents which are to be deposited together consecutively in the order in 
which the same shall be received, and by placing the same together accordingly (such 
number to be written in legible characters on the first sheet or skin of each document; or 
on a blank sheet introduced for that purpose between the document to be registered and 
the preceding document); and in case the same shall be indexed in the General Index, 
by writing on the margin of or indorsing upon such document the name of the district or 
districts in which the same is to be indexed, and the number of the head under which 
such document is to be indexed. 

The documents so consecutively numbered and placed together shall (when the Regis- 
trar shall so direct) be made up into books or parcels, and the numbering shall be recom- 
menced at the beginning of every new book or parcel; and such books or parcels shall 
be distinguished in proper order by letters and numbers marked on the back, or edge 
thereof in the following manner : — The first hook or parcel shall be marked A, the second 
633. F B, the 
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B tlie third C, arid so on through the alphabet to the letter Z; the next book or parcel 
shall be marked J A, the next e B. and so on to a Z i and the same plan shall be followed, 
increasing the distinguishing number by unity for every time that the alphabet shall be 
exhausted. 

The books or parcels so marked and distinguished shall be arranged in proper order in 
the room or rooms appropriated for that purpose, and shall remain there in the custody of 
the Registrar. 

MODE OF INDEXING. 

I. General Index. 

The index entries by the aforesaid Act direcied to be made in the General Index shall 
be made in a book in which the heads shall be arranged in the order of the numerals by 
which they shall be respectively designated ; and the index entries shall be written on the 
left-hand page throughout, and at the top of each page shall be placed the number of the 
head. Each index entry shall contain, in three separate columns, first, the number of the 

line imputed from the commencement of the head; secondly, the year and day of the 
month when such entry shall be made ; and thirdly, the book or parcel in which the 
assurance indexed is to be found, and the number thereof m such book or parcel, and shall 
be in the form first hereinafter delineated. 

The reference entries by the aforesaid Act directed to be made, shall be made in the same 
book as the index entries, and under the same head, and shall be written on the right-hand 
page throughout. Each reference entry shaU contain, in three separate columns, first, 
the year and day of the month when such entry shall be made; secondly, the book or 
parcel in which the assurance referred to is to be found, and the number thereof in such 
book or parcel; and thirdly, the head where the assurance referred to is indexed. An 
index entry and a reference entry shall not be written on the same line; and the pages of 
the book containing the index entries and reference entries, and such entries shall be and

pereon in respect of lands in which such other person has or claims some beneficial 
estate or interest, or has contracted for some beneficial estate or interest. 

The Registrar shall also, upon any application in writing for that purpose, cause 
searches to be made, according to the tenor of such application, in any of the indexes j 
and where any such search shall be made, a certificate shall be given of the result of 
such search in such form as the Registrar shall by any general regulation or order 
applicable to a particular case direct, which certificate shall be stamped with the seal 
of the Register Office, and shall be signed by the officer who shall have made such 
search. 

The Registrar shall cause each such application to be copied, and shall cause an 
examined copy of the certificate of the result of such search to be annexed thereto; 
and such copies of the application for and result of search shall be filed in the Rerister 
Office. 



SEARCHES FOR MEMORIALS. 

When any assurance shall be indexed in the General Index under a new head, by 
virtue of the ad regulation contained in the aforesaid Act, the Registrar shall, with all 
convenient speed, cause to be made a search for memorials of assurances affecting all 
the lands which shall be particularly described in such assurance, and shall cause the 
result of such search to be entered in a book, under a number corresponding with the 
number of the head under which such assurance shall be registered ; and when any such 
search shall be completed and entered in such book, the Registrar shall make an entry 
immediately under the number of the head in the General Index, declaring that such 
search has been made, and the place where the result thereof is to be found. 

If any assurance indexed as aforesaid shall relate to lands concerning which a search 
for memorials shall have been previously made under the foregoing regulation, the result 
of such search, so far as the same shall be applicable, shall be transcribed in the same 
book under the number of the head under which the said assurance shall be indexed. 

The Registrar shall cause to be provided for any persons who shall apply for the same 
extracts from or copies of the result of any such search as aforesaid ; and where any 
such extract or copy shall be so made the same shall be stamped with the seal of the 
said Register Office, and shall be certified by an officer who shall have examined 
the same to be a true extract from or copy of the search from or of which the same shall 
be made. 

Every person, on applicatiou at the Register Office, shall, subject to such regulations 
as the Registrar shall from time to time issue, be ■allowed to inspect any such search as 
aforesaid, and to take extracts therefrom. 

For providing any extract from or copy of any such search as aforesaid, the Registrar 
shall be entitled to receive the sum of for every memorial which shall 

be mentioned in such extract or copy ; and for permitting an inspection of the result of 
any such search the Registrar shall be entitled to receive the sum of for 

each head that shall be inspected. 

RECEIPTS, 
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RECEIPTS, 8cc. 

Every person by whom any instrument shall be brought or sent to the Register Office 
for the purpose of being deposited, or by whom any duplicate original shall be brought 
or sent to the Register Office for the purpose of being compared with a deposited 
original, may require a receipt for the same, and every such receipt shall be stamped with 
the seal of the Register Office, and signed by the officer who shall have received the same, 
and shall specify the time when the instrument shall have been received, and shall 
contain such particulars in relation to the instrument to be deposited or the instrument 
to be compared, as shall be sufficient to identify the samej and where such instrument 
shall be sent through the General Post Office, and a receipt shall be required, the person 
by whom the instrument shall be sent is hereby directed to send a writing specifying the 
name and address of the person to whom the receipt is to be sent; and in every' such 
case the receipt shall forthwith be sent through the General Post Office, directed 
accordingly. 

In every case where any will which shall have been transmitted from any ecclesiastical 
or other court, pursuant to the aforesaid Act, shall be received at the said Register Office, 
the Registrar or an Assistant Registi'ar shall give to the person by whom such will shall 
be brought to the said Office, or (in case the same shall liave been transmitted to the 
said Register Office through the General Post Office) shall send by the General Post 
Office or otherwise to the officer by whom the same will shall have been so transmitted, 
a receipt in writing acknowledging the will to have been received at the said Register 
Office for registration. 

POST OFFICE. 

No letters or packets shall be received at the Register Office unless the same shall 
come through the General Post Office, or be delivered at the said Register Office free 
from expense. 

FEES, &c. 

The fees for registration and the fees for entering caveats shall be brought or sent to 
the Register Office with the instrument to be deposited ; the fees for making office copies 
of and extracts from any instruments deposited at the Register O ffice under the pro- 
visions of the aforesaid Act, and of making office searches of and extracts from any of 
the indexes to be kept at the Register Office, shall be paid at or before the time when 
such office copies or results of searches or extracts shall be delivered or sent ; and the 
fees for the several other acts and things for which fees are payable, shaU be paid before 
such acts or things respectively shall be done or permitted. 

The Registrar may, if he shall think proper so to do, apply the fees and other payments 
which shall be received or recovered under the authority of the aforesaid Act in paying 
the postages payable by the Register Office, and in paying the wages or salaries of such 
of the clerks and subordinate officers for the time being upon the establishment, as are 
paid by the week, and in defraying the expenses of stationery, coals and candles, and 
other current and incidental expenses of the said Register Office. 

REGISTRAR’S ACCOUNTS. 

The Registrar shall cause to be kept an account of all monies received by him as afore- 
said, and of all payments and disbursements made by him, and shall from time to time, 
when required, produce such account and pay over the balance, if any, in his hands. 
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
